Specifically, 
taking claim 1 as exemplary, when taking these limitations in combination with other limitations 
in the claim, the prior art searched and found have not taught "assigning to the low confidence 
branch a checkpoint and counter information about the checkpoint in a checkpoint 

buffer... associating said one or more instructions with said checkpoint; and tracking with said 
counter said one or more instructions associated with said checkpoint." The prior art searched 
and found have taught either check pointing all branches, not only low confidence branches, or 
not executing low confidence branch predictions, thereby not needing to checkpoint the 
instruction.
